'This is inconsistent with what the Secret Service has told me 
J think it only fair to tell you, in writing. And I want you to be aware of the 
imports of yt>ur statement, not the least of which is that the files of tie autousy 
were purged before they were transferred to the Archives. The items I requested from 
Admiral Burkeley's receipt must be there, else this happened.
